           Upon the completion of a  random  selection  process,  a  Code
           Enforcement  Officer  will  contact the owner of record and/or
           the occupant of  individual  dwelling  units  through  written
           correspondence   stating   the  City’s  intention  to  inspect
           dwelling units. The owner will have 30 days from the  date  of
           this notification in which to contact the Code Office and have
           the inspection completed. Either the owner or the occupant may

           Quality  Standards  will  be  identified and the owner will be
           provided with a report stating the findings of the inspection.
           The  owner  will  have  30 days from the date of the report in
           which to bring non-compliant items into  compliance  with  HUD
           Section  8  Housing  Quality  Standards.  Items  that  pose an
           immediate risk to health or  safety  may  be  required  to  be
           brought into compliance sooner than 30 days.
